hat the tractor school committee of the 
arm bureau board of directors, after 
going over the different propositions of- 
ered for the proposed tractor school, 
las finally decided to again hold this 
activity at Covinn, in the shops of the 
Covina high school. 


The dates of the school are January 
5 to 20. Each day's session will run 
rom 9 to 5. E. J. Stirnimman, extension 
specialist in agricultural engineering, 
University of California, will be in 
charge of instruction work and will be 
assisted by two additional instructors. 


In order to hold a tractor school at 


east fifty enrollments must bo secured 
at once. The maximum number of stu- 
dents which can be taken care of, ac- 
cording to arrangements recently made, 
will be eighty instead of sixty, as was 
the case last year. The course will con- 
sist of lectures, ' demonstrations -and 
practical work in adjusting, repairing 
ind overhauling. Two hours a day will 
i>e devoted to lectures, the rest of the 
day being spent in practical work. This 
will consist of- shop demonstration in 
adjusting, timing, trouble-shooting and 
overhauling. 


An enrollment fee of $2 will be ask 


e& of each student as an evidence of 
serious interest.

Speed of Light to be 


Determined by Survey 


During the past month interest has 


3een manifested by the citizens of the 
3ovina valley in the work being done in 
ihis locality in the measurement of 
.ight waves by members of the United 
States coast and geoditic survey. 


For the information of our readers, 


P. L. Douglas, local engineer, at the re- 
quest of the editor, has prepared a con- 
cise statement of the object and purpose 
of this work. His report is as follows: 


Imagine yourself taking steps about 


one hundred feet long and walking 
around the earth. One of these steps 
would be one second of arc in angular 
measurement. 


You will remember that the circle (no 


matter how large or how small) is di- 
vided into 360 degrees, each degree into 
00 minutes, and each minute into 60 
seconds. 


Mr. Garner and his assistants of the 


United States coast and geoditic survey 
are now measuring angles between 
points on their base line, and points on 
Mt. Wilson and Old Baldy with a pre- 
cision corresponding to one of those 
steps above mentioned, but instead of 
having a circle 8000 miles in diameter, 
such as a great circle of the earth, they 
do it on a circle one foot in diameter. 


At the risk of our necks we climbed 


up in their observation tower a few 
evenings ago at the east end of the base 
line just north of the Foothill boulevard 
and west of the road to Camp Baldy, 
and saw the work above described in 
progress. 


The observations are taken at night 


when the air has quieted down after a 
shimmering day's work. 


The lights on the base line and on 


the mountains upon which sights are 
taken are quite similar in appearance 
to an automobile headlight, but of very 
delicate nad precise construction. While

Municipal Farm Now 
Solves Sewage Disposal 


By O. H. BABNHILL 


Staff Writer Los Angeles Examiner 
The people of Pasadena did not buy a 


thousand acres of land lying along a dry 
wash four miles southeast of the city be- 
cause they were land hungry or wished 
to speculate in real estate, but because 
they were forced to provide a place for 
the disposal of sewage. 


The city has far outgrown the capa- 


city of the septic tarJk now in use and 
is constructng a new sewage plant to 
cost $325,000, which is expected to take 
care of the waste water from homes of 
100,000 people living in Pasadena and 
its suburbs. 


Tho system to be employed is in .suc- 


cessful operation in other places and it 
is elahncd will purify the sc\vago water 
so thoroughly that it will be more sani- 
tary than ordinary city water, entirely 
devoid of odor and disease germs. It is 
estimated the sale of sludge—solid mat- 
ter which remains after sewage is treat- 
ed— will pay for operating the plant 
and that the farm will yield enough pro- 
fit to retire the sewage bonds and leave 
a surplus for putting up new farm build- 
ings and buying needed equipment. 


ADVANCED METHODS 


The Pasadena farm is of special inter- 


est because of the excellent, work being 
done in growing high-grade seed potatoes 
and in rejuvenating a run-down orange 
orchard. The experiment also is of value 
because Los Angeles and other Southern 
California cities may be forced to dis- 
pose of their sewage in a similar man- 
ner, in which case it will then be up to 
farmers to utilize the sludge and waste 
water. 


The 515 acres Pasadena has under 


cultivation is divided as follows: citrus 
fruits, 75 acres; walnuts, 70; potatoes} 
•250; corn, 70; alfalfa, 50. The potatoes 
are of the White Rose variety and are 
grown exclusively for seed. 


CORN YIELDS 30 TONS 


The corn is sold to dairy farmers for 


silage. This crop is to be discontinued 
for the very unusual- reason that it 
grows so rank (sometimes attaining a 
height of 18 feet and yielding 30 tons 
to the acre) that when it is transported 
along the highway the traffic is obstruct- 
ed. A truck and trailer haul 12 tons at 
a load. 


The heavy corn growth is due to the 


largo amount of nitrogen in the form of 
ammonia which the irrigation wator con- 
tains. The problem of the Pasadena 
farm is now how to obtain enough wa- 
ter and fertility, but profitably to dis- 
pose of the surplus. On account of the 
lay of the land and the kind of farming 
done in the immediate vicinityu it is 
impracticable to sell water:'•'" ) 


Because of the conditions mentioned, 


potatoes yield as high as 200 and even 


opening in the bark and covered with 
wax. All but about a dozen of the in- 
jure 1 trees wore saved. 


Other trees were given special fertili- 


zation or tojmorkcd with buds taken 
from thrifty, heavy-bearing individuals. 
If the response is unsatisfactory, the 
tree is removed and another planted in 
its place. The orchard is to be equipped 
with ten-gallon smudge pots—one for 
each tree.

Light Thrown on Crime 


If It' r equire's TrrnrthHc&'*ettW?r*fe*eff?&y' 


be said that it requires one who has been or is a crook to know 
the ways of the crook. 


This thought comes to light in connection with sentimental 


movements to make it easy for the wicked, to spare murderers, 
and give footpads and burglars a second or even a third chance. 
That there is too much of that sentiment in America, the growth 
of crime attests. 


Margaret Hill, known as a famous "vamp," formerly an 


associate of criminals, with some of whom she worked, seems 
to have had a real rebirth. In a series of remarkably convincing 
articles for magazines she has made it clear that she thinks 
crime is a folly, that "murder will out," and that sentimentalisnv 
is not the way to reform the evil-minder. 


Here are some remarkably clear statements from her pen: 


The novelists and the playwrights have thrown a fictitious 


glamour around the criminal's life. And as I write today my 
final chapter in this series, let me insist with all my vigor that 
the life of a criminal is indeed a dog's life. 


Crime docs not pay as a business. The same amount of 


energy, resourcefulness and brains expended in honest business 
Would produce very imich greater profits. 


The criminal is a hunted animal, and is a curse to himself 


and his family and his associates. Sooner or later he is almost 
-certain to land in state prison and bring ruin upon his family. 
No crook ever trusts any other crook. Even in the middle 
of a criminal undertaking crooks stop and take precautions and 
watch their partners in the enterprise. Always criminals are 
betraying each other, acting as stool-pigeous to the police and 
exhibiting the most perfect evidence that fidelity, dependability, 
self-respect and any sense whatever of honor have no part in 
the criminal makeup. 


But Mr. Osborne, like the rest of the prison reformers, be- 


-lieved that in theory if you treated a scoundrel like a gentleman 
he ought to forget that he was a scoundrel and rise to the level 
of a man of honor. It would seem to even the intelligence of 
a high school child that such a notion was grotesquely .ridiculous. 
And, of course, Mr. Osborne's honor system in Sing Sing was the 
joke of the prison, and he was thoroughly well fooled and im- 
posed upon in every direction. 


The next fallacy in remodelling our prison rules and penalties 


for crimes is the surprising assertion that fear is not a deterrent 
of crime. If there is any one absolutely certain thing in the 
criminal world it is that fear is the very greatest of all deterrents 
of crime. 


Most crime is committed by professional criminals who select 


crime as being more to their taste and less to their disadvantage 
than the reward of an honest day's work. Now, it would seem 
to me hard for the reader to understand that the easier the path 
of the criminal is made the more attractive is this field of work, 
and that the more difficult, unpleasant and unattractive the field 
of crime is made the less it will attract criminals. 


But it suits the theory of the prison sentimentalists to brush 


aside all human experience, or twist the facts of experience, and 
arrive at the false declaration that people are not dissuaded 
from crime by the severity of penalties. They ignore what every 
professional criminal knows, that where detection has been 
quick and punishment been swift and severe, crimes have been 
reduced to a very small percentage.
